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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 13 th , 2005 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 100-104, 107 108, and 111-133 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

a. Applicant discloses a system to provide a flexible barter system which allows 
ownership acquisition deferral and the matching of multi-order barter transactions. 
Applicant's system is novel and innovative in the sense that it provide means for 
communicating to the user value indicator based upon a value ratio determined by a 
combination of the ratios or a/b and x/y where a = the sale value of the first security to be 
sold, b = a market price of the first security to be sold, x = the value of the second 
security to be acquired and y = a market price of the second security to be acquired. 
Minton (US. PG Pub No. 2002/009161 7), the closest prior art teach an invention to 
provide a data processing system, and a network of data processing systems for allowing 
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individuals to buy and sell securities directly from other individuals, with only minimal 
oversight by a broker.. However, Minton fail to teach means communicating to the user 
value indicator based upon a value ratio determined by a combination of the ratios or a/b 
and x/y where a = the sale value of the first security to be sold, b = a market price of the 
first security to be sold, x = the value of the second security to be acquired and y = a 
market price of the second security to be acquired.
